Eucharistic piety 
is coming back

Forty Hours Devotion to the Blessed 
Sacrament was an old Catholic stand-by 
that once graced virtually every parish. 
Like so many other traditional forms of 
piety, it went out of fashion following the 
Second Vatican Council. 


Until recently, the only regularly 
scheduled, continuous prayer-vigil in 
front of the exposed Blessed Sacrament 
anywhere in the San Diego diocese was 
maintained by the Benedictine Sisters at 
the Convent of Perpetual Adoration, 
although there were vigil services from 
time to time in some of the local parishes. 


BUT THE picture has slowly changed 
over the past year, largely due to the 
efforts of Sybilla and Ed Alexander of La 
Jolla, parishioners at Mary, Star of the 
Sea Church. They have been able to 
reintroduce the practice at three local 
parishes, and are hopeful that two more 
will follow suit this summer. 


The three pastors already involved in 
the project — Msgr. James M. Gilfillan 
of Mary, Star; Msgr. Patrick Fox of 
nearby All Hallows Church; and Msgr. 
Peter J. Mimnagh of St. Vincent de Paul 
Church, Mission Hills — are pleased with 
the results so far, both in terms of 
individual and parish renewal.

Is a statue of the Blessed Virgin in a 
Thornton, Calif., church really weeping? 
Has the ‘‘weeping madonna’’’ moved 
distances of as much as 20 feet, even 
though it’s been bolted to its pedestal? 
Are the photographs that show the face of 
Christ over Our Lady of Fatima’s heart 
real or just slick fakes? What’s going in 
Thornton? A miracle? Or a fraud? 


And on the East Coast, is the Blessed 
Virgin appearing nightly to Mrs. 
Veronica Lueken, as she claims? Is Mrs. 
Lueken the recipient of special 
revelations, as her nationwide army of 
convinced followers says she is? Is Mrs. 
Lueken for real? Or is she merely preying 
on the gullible? 


IN BOTH cases, as in others, 
including a series of alleged apparitions of 
the Blessed Virgin a decade ago in Spain, 
the Church is confronted with allegations 
about ‘‘miraculous’’ and ‘‘supernatural’’ 
happenings, and from people genuinely 
convinced that. what they say has 
happened fas in fact happened. 


In all cases, both the merely curious 
and the true believers want to know why 
Southern Cross doesn’t cover or promote 
Mary’s cause: Why, they want to know, 
is the Catholic newspaper in the diocese 
either “‘hostile’’ or ‘‘indifferent’’ to 
apparitions of the Blessed Virgin?

Abp. Quinn reaffirms 
no on ‘homo’ activity 


SAN FRANCISCO (NC) — 
Archbishop John R. Quinn of San 
Francisco has approved a new pastoral 
plan for ministry to homosexuals which 
réaffirms the Church’s rejection of 
homosexual activity but urges acceptance 
of and sensitivity toward homosexually 
oriented persons. 


The priniciple of gradualism — that all- 
persons are sinners and may slip at times 
on the difficult path to perfection — holds 
a prominent place in the new guidelines 
for pastoral counseling and ministry to 
homosexuals. 


UNDER THE plan an archdiocesan 
Board of Ministries to Homosexual Men 
and Women is to be established. 
Consisting of members appointed by 
Archbishop Quinn from among priests, 
Religious and laity involved in ministry to 
‘homosexuals, the board is to serve asa 
resource for archdiocesan policy and 
ministry. 

The plan was contained in a 40-page 
report, Ministry and Homosexuality in the 
Archdiocese of San Francisco, by the Task 
Force on Ministry to the Homosexual 
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Briefs 


NONE SPARED — ‘‘No effort will be 
spared’’ in the quest for Christian unity, 
Pope John Paul II told the head of the 
Syrian Orthodox Church in _ India. 
Catholicos Mar Baselius Thoma 
Mathews I ‘is the first Indian Orthodox 
leader ever to make an official visit to the 
Vatican; the Indian Orthodox church 
broke with Rome in the fifth century. 

DISAGREEMENT — The Catholic 
League for Religious and Civil Rights 
and a campus chaplain have disagreed 
over whether the chancellor of the 
University of Illinois, Chicago Circle 
campus, should be removed because of an 
art show criticized as anti-Catholic. The 
Catholic League urged the firing, saying 
the chancellor was responsible for the 
university’s sponsorship of an art exhibit 
which depicted Christ with the head of a 
pig and the pope as the devil. The 
chaplain, who opposed the exhibit, said 
he was ‘‘saddened’’ by the call for 
removal because the exhibit ‘“‘was 
arranged eight months’’ before the 
‘chancellor arrived. 

PASTORAL FOLLOW—UP — 
Sacred. Heart Father Brian D. 
McCullough has been named staff 
coordinator at the National Conference of 
Catholic Bishops for the follow-up to the 
U.S. bishops’ pastoral on war and peace. 
He will assist the pastoral follow-up 
committee to encourage dissemination, 
study and discussion of the pastoral. 

‘DISAPPOINTED’ — Manitoba pro- 
lifers say they are disappointed by 
Manitoba’ Attorney General Roland 
Penner’s refusal to issue an injunction 
against an apparently illegal abortion 


clinic. Dr. Henry Morgentaler, acquitted 
three. times in Montreal after being 
charged in abortion cases, opened an 
abortion clinic in Winnipeg. In Canada, 
abortions can. be performed only in an 
accredited or approved hospital with the 
agreement of a therapeutic abortion 
committee. Penner said he thinks the 
issue should be settled by criminal court. 

‘GOOD AND BAD’ — The Polish 
government is violating human rights and 
beating up youths in an effort to stamp 
out loyalty ‘‘to the forbidden concept of 
unions,’’ said Cardinal Josef Glemp of 
Warsaw and Gniezno. He also defended 
Church aid to political prisoners and their 
families. ‘‘We reject the accusation that 
by helping people the Church wants to 
strengthen and spread its influence,’’ he 
said. ‘‘It doesn’t need to do that. It is 
here, in this nation, forever, through 
good times and bad.’’ 


HELP! — The _ Tennessee 
Conservative Union asked the 
Chattanooga City Commission to help 
seek the release of four jailed Jesuit priests 
in China. The organization asked the 
commission to appeal to officials in Wuxi, 
China, Chattanooga’s sister city, to 
intercede on behalf of the four elderly 
priests convicted on charges of collusion 
with foreign countries and subversion; the 
four have remained loyal to the Vatican 
rather then belong to the Communist-run 
‘*patriotic association’’ Catholic Church. 

BURIAL — A Green Bay Hospital 
counselor, working with the Green Bay 
Diocese, a local cemetery and three area 
hospitals, has established a burial site for 
miscarried infants. The site, donated by 
Allouez Catholic Cemetery, is 45 feet by 
35 feet, enough space for 60 years. Three 
times yearly the miscarried infants from 
three area hospitals will be placed in one 
casket for burial.

Hours ‘‘shall be observed’? (Can. 1275), 
notes Father John Proctor, vice officialis 
of the diocesan tribunal. 


THE REVISED Code, to take effect 


_ worldwide Nov. 27, the first Sunday in 


Advent, ‘‘recommends’’ the devotion 
(Can. 892, no. 2) under two conditions, 
said Father Proctor: ‘‘Only if a suitable 
gathering of the faithful is foreseen, and 
provided that the liturgical norms are 
observed.”’ 


This, in effect, leaves it to the 
discretion of the local bishop and, by 
extension, the individual pastor in his 
own parish. 


Two things contributed to the 
Alexanders’ own interest in spreading the 
devotion, the couple said.

Fish on Fridays again? 
Yes, for the sake of peace. 


One of the more important parts of the U.S. bishops’ 
pastoral letter on war and peace is the section on prayer, 
fasting and abstinence. 


To some that may sound ridiculous. To others strange. 
But this is the point on which we, as individuals, can take 
an immediate and an effective action. 

The bishops’ pastoral urges prayers for peace and 
recommends that Catholics join with the bishops in 
observing Fridays as days of fast and abstinence ‘‘in the 

name of peace.”’ 


For many Catholics, this may be a real test of faith. Is 
prayer really effective? Does fasting really ‘‘work’’? How 
will this have an effect on whether or not the Soviet Union 
or the United States choose either to disarm or destroy? 

Then there are the inevitable questions raised by some: 
Didn’t we just get rid of fasting? Isn’t this idea somehow 
regressive? American Catholics have a tendency to think, 
in a rather distorted, legalistic way, that what is not 
commanded is forbidden. Friday abstinence, to some, is 
the mark of a reactionary or an old fuddy-duddy. 


But the bishops are not calling us to fast under the pain 
of sin, but rather to join them in fasting under the pain of 
love. 

Let us consider the nature of prayer. In recent times — 
especially with increased emphasis on spontaneously- 
composed prayer — prayer tends to become highly 
detained in content but fleeing in duration. Quite the 
opposite of the intense ‘‘rocking chair prayer’’ 
characteristic of the ‘‘Jesus Prayer’’ of the East or the 
Rosary of the West. 


_ Fasting, entered upon in the right spirit, is an intense _ 


form of prayer involving the entire mind and body, over a 
prolonged period of time. Even without words, the body 
keeps asking the mind, ‘‘Why are we doing this?’’ The 
mind is constantly forced to answer, ‘‘So that we will never 
forget to keep asking God to enlighten the minds of world 
leaders.”’ 


Fasting is an extremely public form of prayer, too. The 
simple words ‘‘No thanks, it’s Friday,’’ reminds someone 
else that something more important than a steak is at stake. 

Those simple words can keep the consciousness 
“‘raised,’’ as they say. 

They also make it difficult for the world around us to 
forget that there is a very serious problem facing us that 
some, at least, are dealing with by prayer and fasting. 


The incentive to pray as a way of solving this kind of 
international crisis is certainly not new. When one 
examines what is commonly referred to as ‘“The Message 
of Fatima,’’ one sees the Blessed Virgin Mary in a private 
apparition directing us not to arms, nor to diplomacy, but 
rather to intense prayer as the solution. 

Who among us cannot say that indeed, prayer and 
fasting may be the most ‘“‘practical’’ way of ending the 
arms race and bringing some measure of sanity back into 
international relations?

House and Senate approval in late May 
of identical MX _ missile-funding 
resolutions were victories for President 
Reagan’s defense -policies, but they also 
were mere battles in a major war that 
continues over MX deployment. 


Though the MX first was proposed 10 
years ago and has been through an 
intense period of research and 
development, Congress has yet to 
approve one penny for purchase of the 
first batch of missiles. Instead, the $625 
million for the MX that was approved in 
Congress May 24-25 was simply for 
basing studies and test flights of the new 
missile. 

Battles over the actual procurement of 
the first set of missiles will come later, 
beginning as soon as this summer. This 
means that Congress still has the 
opportunity to reverse itself on the 
controversial system, which is opposed by 
a number of Catholic bishops and other 
Church personnel. 


Policy shifts and reversals have been 
the rule for the MX missile, primarily 
over the question of how it should be 
based. President Carter wanted to spread 
200 missiles among 4,600 missile shelters 
in a ‘“‘racetrack’’ scheme designed to keep 
the Soviets guessing as to the missiles’ 
exact locations. 

But when President Reagan took office 
in 1981, the racetrack plan was. promptly 
abandoned. However, Reagan’s 


proposals to temporarily base the missiles — 


in existing silos while developing a 
*‘dense-pack’’ basing mode were quickly 
shot down by a Congress unsatisfied that 
the new plans would be any better. 


In the wake of that defeat Reagan 
appointed the 11-member commission 
headed by retired Lt. Gen. Brent 
Scowcroft to study the future of 
America’s aging intercontinental ballistic 
missile system and to propose a new 
basing mode for the MX. That 
commission, made up of both Democrats 
and Republicans, made the current 
suggestion that deployment of the MX in 
existing silos proceed but that a smaller 
mobile single-warhead missile also be 
considered for future development. 


What tipped the congressional scales in 
favor of the MX this time was Reagan’s 
announced willingness to accept changes 
in the U.S. negotiating position at the 
Strategic Arms Reduction Talks on 
limiting the number of giant ICBMs held 
by the United States and Soviet Union. 
But opponents of the MX wondered if 
that was not, in the words of Rep. 
Thomas J. Downey (D-N.Y.), like 
trading ‘‘a very explicit missile for some 
very vague promises.”’ 

A number of U.S. bishops, meanwhile, 
continue to be vocal in their opposition to 
the MX. One, Bishop Lawrence 
McNamara of Grand Island, Neb., who 
will have a number of the missiles in his 
diocese if deployment takes place, said the 
decision to test, develop and deploy the 
MX < is contrary to the call in the bishops’ 
new war and peace pastoral for a halt to 
the introduction of new weapons systems. 


And Bishop Joseph Hart of Cheyenne, 
Wyo., where MX missiles also would be 
placed, said his opposition to the MX is, 
if anything, even stronger now that the 
pastoral has been approved. 


The key to the future of the MX, 
though, may lie in the public attitude 
toward Reagan’s arms control proposals. 
If congressmen who cast the swing votes 
for the MX start getting nervous about 
support for the missile back home, they 
may want to back away, if for no other 
reason than to have the luxury of being 
able to say they’ve supported both sides of 
the issue.

‘In this white host’ 


ROME (NC) — Pope John Paul II carried the Blessed 
Sacrament up a slightly graded mile-long street June 2 in a 
procession celebrating the feast of Corpus Christi. 


Speaking on the Eucharist at a Mass in the square outside the 
Basilica of St. John Lateran, the cathedral church of Rome, the 
pontiff told some 25,000 worshippers of the ‘‘jealous love with 
which the Church guards this treasure of inestimable value.’’ 


He called it “‘logical and natural’’ that throughout history 
“Christians have felt the need to express externally the joy and 
the gratitude for the reality of such a great gift.’’ 


Then, joined by the huge crowd and by eight cardinals and 30 
archbishops and bishops, the pope carried the Eucharist, encased 
in a gold monstrance, along the Via Merulana to St. Mary 
Major, the fourth-century basilica which is the oldest church in 
the world dedicated to the mother of God. 


In doing so, the pope continued an annual practice he adopted 
in 1979. Previous popes had marked the feast with processions in 
other areas of Italy’s capital city. 


Before beginning the hour-long procession, which took place 
on a warm Rome evening, the pontiff spoke of Christ’s promise 
that ‘‘he who eats this bread will live forever.’’ 


“‘We will set out among songs and prayers, carrying with us 
the sacrament of the body and blood of the Lord,’’ he said. ‘‘We 
will go where the life of human beings pulses, where their 
passions rage, their conflicts explode, where their sufferings eat 
away at them and where their hopes flourish.”’ 


“‘We will go,’’ he added, ‘‘to give testimony with humble joy 
to the fact that in this little white host there is the answer to the 
most worrying questions, there is comfort for every grief, there 
is, in pledge, the satisfaction of that searing thirst for happiness 
and love which all people carry inside of them, in the hidden 
recesses of their‘hearts.’’ :

Joy: A be-attitude that builds the Church 


It has become practically a truism that the witness of a happy life 
by those in the Religious life or priesthood is the most powerful 
factor in attracting vocations. If ‘‘joy is the most infallible sign of 
God’s presence,’’ (De Chardin) then the members of the Church 
— single, parents, Religious and priests — must be conscious of 
the joy that grounds their being if the needs of the next 
generation for Church leaders is to be met. 


The relationship of Joy to our personal sense of mission in 
today’s Church seems to be implied in the fact that the Second 
Vatican Council’s Pastoral Constitution on the Church in the 
Modern World begins in its Latin text, with ‘‘Gaudium et spes’’ — 
joy and hope. 


Within the context of a painful and very clear awareness and 
acknowledgment of the reality of our present world situation, one 
that can so easily lead to a sense of despair, despondency and 
sadness, the Church proclaims that its mission is to be present 
with joy and hope to the disharmonies and disorders of real life in 
its personal and global reality. 


The joy that is essential to mission cannot be reduced 
completely to the very real and vivid, but occasional, joyous 
moments in the lives of each of us. Rather, our joy as followers‘of 
Jesus is basically a way of being — a way of existing, a 
permanent dimension of our way of life. 


The challenge that we Christians have is to allow this radical 
joy to become more and more a consciously owned and expressed 
reality at the level of our daily living. For it is to the extent that 
this joy influences our daily living and is expressed in the quality 
of our presence to one another that it builds up the kingdom of 
God in our midst and furthers the mission of Jesus.

Paul said so clearly, ‘‘the kingdom of God is not a matter of 
eating and drinking, but of justice, peace and the joy that is given 
by the Holy Spirit.’”

There is an apocryphal story told about John the 
Evangelist, which has one of his disciples questioning

The U.S. bishops’ committee working on a pastoral 
letter on capitalism has announced that the preliminary 
document will be delayed a year. Rather than be 
considered by the American bishops in November, the 

- document will tentatively be rescheduled for discussion in 
1984.

THE ANNOUNCEMENT is good news on two 
scores. First, as head of that committee Archbishop 
Rembert Weakland, OSB of Milwaukee indicated in his 
announcement, the delay will allow the bishops to better 
implement their pastoral document on war and peace. 
Secondly, however, we hope the delay might also allow 
the bishops to consider another issue — _ teaching 
authority. 


Syndicated columnist Holy Cross Father John Sheedy 
recently suggested the bishops table their proposed 
deliberations on capitalism and bring a discussion of their 
teaching authority to the front burner. ‘‘We need a 
serious, honest, contemporary explanation of teaching 
authority in the Catholic Church,’’ he wrote. ‘‘We need 
to understand how such authority is rooted in our faith, 
how it should be exercised, what are its limits.’’ 


Moral Perspectives

Although some persons and schools of thought treat 
masturbation as merely another manner of self- 
stimulation, our own assertion has been from the 
beginning of these articles that sexuality characterizes the 
entire structure of the human person. 


Any sexual experience, masturbation as one example, 
does influence and affect the persons we are. All forms of 
human sexuality, then, must be presented as 
understandable: we must always put the emphasis on our 
ideal self and work toward authentic moral responsibility. 


A PARTICULARLY sensitive concern is the question 
of adolescent maturbation, the time in a person’s life 
between the onset of puberty through the teenage years. 
How might we deal with the teenager and masturbation? 


Primarily, we must avoid all generalizations which err 
in excessive optimism or unfounded pessimism. 


Pessimistic attitudes toward adolescent masturbation 
assert that there is no hope in overcoming this sexual 
activity. Such an attitude leads to a pastoral stance where 
all adolescents are treated routinely: i.e., “‘they’’ are all 
alike. 


WE MUST deal with every adolescent in his or her 
individuality. Masturbation is not an illness and thus 
_should we avoid all counsel which leads a young person to 
conclude that-he or she is abnormal. Such approaches 
only deepen another’s discouragement. - 


Optimistic attitudes, on the other hand, are equally as 


oneself without guarantee, to give oneself completely in 
the hope that our love will produce love in the loved 
person. Love is an act of faith and whoever is of little faith 
is of little love.”’ 


AND YET, over and over again, we hear of small 
miracles of love, of young mentally retarded persons, 
given up by the experts who have been literally loved into 
unexpected productivity and joyful life. Of emotionally 
crippled people who have been loved into redemption and 
loving response. Of addicted persons who have been loved 
into reform and freedom. 


There are,.of course, different degrees and 
understandings of love. The only truly effective love is 
that which “is given without ‘“‘strings’’, without 
expectation of return or even of acceptance, although 
always in the hope of response, not for one’s own sake, 
but for that of the one loved. There is only one kind of 
love and to know what that is, we have only to read the 
Gospels and think about the kind of Man Jesus of 
Nazareth really was and ponder the things He said. 


His love was a love of total generosity — it was 
squandered on both the worthy and the unworthy with 
utter indiscrimination. It was incredibly, patient, 
accepting the Magdalens and the Peters and Sauls, the 
Johns and Thomases and the Judases, each in their own 


time, each in their own capacity for response, offering 


itself freely and unfalteringly against all odds. 


On authority 


WE CANNOT agree more, especially in light of The 
Challenge of Peace: God’s Promise and Our Response, the 
war and peace document. Where do binding universal 
principles end and prudential judgments begin? What 
“‘weight’’ does this: document have in comparison to 
instructions by individual bishops, by the pope, by the 
Vatican Council? How should Catholics go about sorting 
out personal opinion and serious proclamation of 
established doctrine? 


We subscribe to another of Father Reedy’s 
observations: ‘“‘Among young Catholics I find a complete 
indifference to teaching authority. They give no more 


weight to authoritative Church teaching than they would 


to positions advocated by their teachers or their political © 


leaders. If they agree with the position they accept it. If 
they don’t, they are not troubled by the fact that they 
profess to be Catholics while rejecting positions seriously 
proposed as authoritative for all Catholics.”’ 


To be honest, we find this to be the case with more than 
just young persons. 

THE AMERICAN bishops. took a giant risk and 
scored giant gains in the development of the war and 
peace pastoral not just in terms of the actual articulation 
of Church teaching. The open and fair process that

confusing. In the past, e.g., some well-intentioned people 
counseled daily communion for the person struggling 
with masturbation. 

While daily Eucharist is a laudable and grace-filled 
moment with the Lord, it is not an automatic answer to 
sexual struggles. 


SOME YOUNG people become deeply discouraged 
because attendance at Eucharist and fervent prayer do not 
seem to be solving the problem. An important aspect in 
this whole question is the purpose of human sexuality: to 
move a person from loneliness to relationship. 


‘Counseling must always stress outward-directedness 
and extroversion. 


Another form of an overly optimistic approach to 
adolescent masturbation is simply to conclude that this 
activity is just a part of growing up. Cannot such an 
attitude subtly lead to sustaining a person at an auto- 
erotic level of sexuality? I would think so. 


NO “REMEDY”? will ever totally rid a person from 
the impulses toward masturbation. Sexuality is simply too 
profound a statement in all of us. 


Scare and shock tactics, then must always be avoided. 
For many complicated reasons, many adolescents already 
sustain a good deal of guilt. There is no point whatsoever 
to increasing this guilt. 

Be careful of creating a chain reaction: guilt leads to 
depression which leads to discouragement which 
intensifies loneliness. 


If love’s not enough, what is? 


HIS WAS A healing, transforming love because it did 
not attempt to force the individual to conformity to some 
ideal but allowed each one to grow into the perfection of 
their own personality and potential, neither imposing nor 
denying expectations. In utter vulnerability He offered 
His love to be taken, used and received — or mistaken, 
misused and rejected, thus stating that unless we give 
ourselves in love we canot fulfill the purpose for which we 
are born and for which we live. 


Author Leo Buscaglia quotes Ashley Montagu in his: 
book Love, saying, ‘‘Scientists are discovering at this very 
moment that to live as if to live and love were one and the 
same, is the only way of life for human beings because, 
indeed, this is the way of life which the innate nature of 
man demands.’’ Love is so intrinsic to life, so vital for 
growth and development that, deprived of it, we die in 
many different ways. 


Love must be enough, and more than enough to cure 
our ills and heal our hurts and nourish our growth. If it 
seems less than adequate, it is because we know it so little 
and practice it in its fullness even less. After all, if Love 
has the power to create the universe and sustain it in 
existence — if it has the power to create the infinite 
variety of life forms and the perfection of each species — if 
it. has the power to move us selfish human beings to 
heights of self-abnegation for its sake — what is there that 
is greater? 


involved significant input from many sectors coupled with 
the intense coverage by national and international media, 
made. the process nearly as significant as the result. 
Implicitly in the developmient as well as explicitly within 
the document, the bishops have told us (whether they 
meant to or not) that the role of conscience formation (of 
moral decision making) must force us individually to 
make up our own minds, to form our own consciences. 
They time and again during their May 2-3 Chicago 
deliberations on the document pointed out that they were 
not asking: Catholics to march lockstep with specific 
conclusions on nuclear policy. Yet they were very strong 


on insisting that the individual Catholic cannot in 


conscience side step universally accepted traditions and 
‘principles when considering right and wrong, no matter 
how uncomfortable that might become. 


So, we suggest the bishops consider the issue of 
authority before they issue their letter on capitalism. In 
the long run it might not only make that document more 
compelling, but also would give Catholics in 
contemporary America a more mature frame of reference 
for all Church pronouncements.

THERE IS no one answer to the question of 
adolescent masturbation. In every case, then, deal, not 
with a category, but with ¢his person. Create a climate for 
realistic confidence and not discouragement. 


There are many forces present in one’s life during 
puberty which de facto cause some emotional imbalance. 
The main point is to help a person see him or herself as 
psychologically normal. Assist the teenager, in other 
words, to move from a level of self-preoccupation to a 
more objective appreciation of life and growth. 


We want always to avoid fixation at this level of teenage 
fascination and imagination. Talk about the total 
meaning of human sexuality. 


WE MUST NOT disregard the importance of grace 
and should encourage persons toward an authentic prayer 
life, toward more total reliance on the Lord, toward a true 
desire for chastity. 


The adolescent person should always be treated with 
dignity and sincerity. Do not force a conversation about 
sexual matters if the ‘teenager is not: ready for such 
dialogue. 

Finally, be aware of your own capacities to deal with 
sexual subjects. Some people are not prepared 
psychologically or emotionally to deal with others about 
sexual matters.

Resources got its start long before the first guitar was ever : 


played in a church sanctuary, and it must share either the 
credit or the blame — depending upon your point of view 
— for turning ‘‘hootenanny’’ music into sacred music. 


Once a typical small business operation, NALR has 
grown into a sophisticated corporation with 50 employees 
housed in an ultra-modern headquarters building 
complete with shipping, printing, art and recording 
departments. It publishes, records and distributes the 
music of the artists — many of them priests — whose 
music has been on the cutting edge of the liturgical ‘‘folk’’ 
movement that has taken hold of the Roman Catholic 
Church in the United States. 


NALR’S RECORD, tape and sheet music sales last 
year grossed about $6 million. Its ‘‘superstars’’ include 
‘the St. Louis Jesuits; Fathers Carey Landry, Daniel 
Shutte, Lucien Deiss, Michael Joncas and Robert 
Dufford; the Dameans; the Monks of the Weston Priory; 
Gerry Goebbel; and the list goes on, even to include a 
non-Catholic, Pat Boone. 


There’s hardly a parish anywhere that doesn’t seem to 
use NALR’s two-volume Glory and Praise songbooks for 
at least one Sunday folk Mass, and volume three of the 
series has just been released. 


NALR’s imprint on the contemporary American 
English-language liturgy is considerable, ranking it along 
with the U.S. Bishops’ Committee on Liturgy or of the 
Vatican’s Sacred Congregation for Divine Worship. 
NALR would seem to dominate the U.S. Catholic music 
publishing business, although there are influential 
competitors based in Chicago and Washington, D.C., 
just for starters. 


NALR HAS its detractors, both among Catholics who 
don’t like folk music at Mass and among liturgists and 
Church musicians who are not opposed to contemporary 
sacred music in principle, but who find at least some of 
the considerable NALR guitar-repertoire superficial and 
lacking depth. But there’s a saying that you can’t argue 
with success, and if North American Liturgy Resources is 
anything at all, it is a success, both commercially, and in 
achieving exactly what it originally set out to do. 

The 1983 NALR catalogue, under a picture of 
president Ray Bruno and executive vice president David 
Serey, reflects on more than three decades of ‘‘thriving 


(success) — not merely in the business sense, but through - 


realizing...in grand measure...its publishing goals.”’ 
‘‘Among those goals is the putting together of our 
fragmented musical expressions into one repertoire from 
which every worshipping community in North America 
-can draw to assist in its liturgical celebration,”’ it said. 


NALR IS both ‘‘merchant and minister,’’ admits Paul 
Quinlan, recording director; he has long struggled in his 
own mind with ‘that seemingly contradictory dual 
identity. But he is a strong believer in what NALR has 
accomplished, and articulates NALR’s mission in life 
equally well as musician, merchandiser, and theologian. 


“The challenge is to be in the world and not of the 
world,’’ said Quinlan of NALR. ‘‘We’re under the 
inspiration of the Holy Spirit, who asks us to participate 
in the process of aggiornamento, although everyone 
wouldn’t necessarily agree with that statement.’ 


The liturgist of any age, he said, asks where are the 
_ needs, where are people hurting, and fills that emptiness. 
‘“‘We’re not aggressive, but we’re assertive in (furthering) 
the Kingdom of God. And if something is worth doing, 
then carry it out with grace and beauty. We nourish the 
spirit, we minister gently, quietly, and God has rewarded 
us.”’ 


‘Pray canon law,’ nuns told 


TECHNY, Ill. (NC) — ‘‘Pray canon law,”’ a Vatican 
official told some 200 nuns gathered here May 26-28 for a 
symposium on Religious life in the new Code of Canon 
Law. 

Montfort Father Elio Gambari, undersecretary of the 
Vatican’s Congregation for Religious and Secular 
Institutes and a consultant to the Vatican commission 
responsible for the recently completed revision of Church 
law, told the Sisters to pray the new law “‘for it tells us 
what we are and what we are to do as Religious.’’ 

‘“‘THE REVISED code is not presented to limit our 
‘freedom, but as a service to and source of freedom,”’ 
Father Gambari said in the keynote address at the three- 
day symposium. 

“Tt binds us, true,” the priest added. ‘‘But it binds us 
more to the love of God.”’ 

He said the new law code focuses on persons and 
added, ‘‘You are more important in terms of what you 
are than in what you are doing.”’ 

THE SYMPOSIUM, on ‘‘The Spirit and Heritage of 
Religious Life as Reaffirmed in the Revised Code of 
Canon Law,’’ was sponsored by the Institute on 
Religious Life, a Chicago-based education and 
information -center for Catholic Religious. 
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AT NALR — Paul Quinlan, recording director, and Ann Perry, liturgist. The NALR 
_ catalogue lists the “superstars” of the folk Mass movement. 


“MARKET MINISTRY’? is one way of looking at 
NALR, said Quinlan, but the product is still sacred 
music, only with the added dimension of taking full 
advantage of modern technology and marketing 
techniques. 


There is’ a tension between ‘‘pilgrim’’ :music and - 


“‘cathedral’’ music in the Church today, notes Quinlan. 
“‘Whatever is still open speaks to the heart of the Church. 
We look for wherever the Spirit is moving us.’’ 

New directions for NALR include organ and choral 
arrangements for folk-guitar music and an attempt to 
convince mainline Protestants — Anglicans, Lutherans, 
Presbyterians and Methodists — that the Roman 
Catholic folk idiom can be ‘‘accepted into their 
sanctuaries as sacred music.’’ said Quinlan. 


MUCH DAMAGE was done in the early days of the. 
-folk Mass, he said, by~ badly trained musicians; but the 


idiom itself has matured beyond its early 
“‘predictability.. I believe that the folk idiom is going to 
carry itself...we’re broadening arrangements to include 
more instruments, adding parts for choir and 
congregation and cantor.”’ 


The distinction between folk music and ‘‘traditional’’ 
music is artificial, thinks Quinlan. As for the music of 
NALR’s Glory and Praise — ‘‘this is what’s in the hearts 
of the people now.’’ 


Is the folk Mass sacred music? Says Quinlan: ‘“‘It’s 
sacred to us...we draw our inspiration from the Holy 
Spirit, from the inspired Word of God, and that makes it 
sacred. We are responding to the needs of the people we 
minister to...under the tutelage of the Holy Spirit. That 
means we should use the creative impulse that God has 
put into the human heart to respond to His call. There is a 
challenge laid on us to act as if what we believe is really 
true.”’ ; 


THERE IS a review submissions board and an 
editorial staff at NALR, says Ann Perry, the in-house 


liturgist, but the bottom-line when it comes to accepting’ 


“e 


or rejecting music for publication is ‘‘usability.”’ 

‘‘We’re not interested in ‘Christian praise’ music or 
music for ‘easy listening,’ ’’ she said. ‘‘We want people to 
sing our music, to hear our music, and our music to have 
a direct impact on the worship. We want our music to 
enhance the liturgy, and will reject even quality music if it 
is not liturgical. We want to present quality music that 
will help people touch at the heart of their worship. It is a 
grave responsibility.’’ 


Good sacred music is not strictly limited to the 
celebration of the Eucharist, said Ms. Perry, but can also 
be used for retreats, penance and prayer services. “‘We’re 
stuck right now to ministering two hours on Saturday 
afternoon and four hours on Sunday morning, but the 


‘salvific event is going on all the time.’’ 


THE FOLK music idiom in sacred music is herd to 


' stay, says Quinlan, but it is going to mature and reach 


new levels of expression and sophistication. New 
arrangements will include choir, congregation and 
additional instruments, not just the guitar. And what is 
now called ‘‘traditional,’’ he added, was:once a ‘‘folk’’ 
idiom 


Some of NALR’s music has been translated into 
Spanish for use in Hispanic parishes, said Quinlan, but 
that market remains largely. untapped. 


“You have to be careful. You can come on in a 
condescending, paternalistic way. They have their own 
heritage which they should be sharing with us, and we 
would like to help them publish it. We hope to serve the 
needs of that part of the family.”’ 


BUT WHATEVER role contemporary folk music 
takes in the liturgy and the life of the Church, said 
Quinlan, it is a response of the heart to the call of the 
Psalmist: ‘Sing a new song unto the Lord.”’ 


Whether that ‘‘new song’’ being sung to the Lord is a 
genuine expression of a deep-felt popular religiosity, as its 
enthusiasts claim, or the hijacking by an elite of the work 
and intent of the Second Vatican Council, as Catholics 
with a more traditional bent claim, will continue to be a 
matter of debate within the Church. The folk Mass has 
either led to a decline in Church music in this country or a 
resurgence, depending on who you listen to.

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Tax credits backers need a grassroots D.C. push 


WASHINGTON (NC) — Tuition tax credit 
supporters are looking for leadership from the Reagan 
administration and Senate to push tax credit legislation. 
They also are asking Catholics in the pews to push those 
Washington leaders. 


Strong seppott from the administration and Senate 
leadership are ‘‘imperative’’ to move tax credit legislation 
foward in the Senate, said Msgr. Daniel F. Hoye, U-S. 
Catholic Conference general secretary. 

“OTHERWISE THERE is a possibility that this bill 
will remain indefinitely stranded far from the goal it 
ought by now to have achieved,’’ Msgr. Hoye said. 
“This would be a tragic waste of a splendid opportunity 


and one which its proponents would find difficult to” 


accept.’’ 


Msgr. Hoye commented after the Senate Finance 
Committee voted May 24 to approve a tuition tax credit 
bill. 


The Committee for Private Education has launched a 
drive to promote ‘‘speedy, favorable action’’ on the 
legislation. Key to the drive is a nationwide effort to get 
30 million church-going Catholics to write their 
representatives telling them they want tax credits.

Bernadette, to whom Mary spoke of the necessity of 
prayer and penance for the conversion of the world from 
sin, later became a Sister of Notre Dame and was 
canonized a saint by Pope Pius XI in 1933. 


Lourdes, based on the number of visitors, is the most 
popular of all the world’s Marian shrines. It receives more 
than five million visitors yearly, some of whom pray for 
miraculous cures through Mary’s intercession.

Religious leaders hit 


genetic engineering 


WASHINGTON (NC) — Twenty-one U.S. Catholic 


- bishops, joined by other religious leaders and scientists, 
have backed a résolution opposing genetic engineering to _ 


improve the. human species and called on Congress to 
prohibit genetic engineering of human cells. , 


The religious and scientific leaders compared use of 
human genetic engineering to. nuclear weapons 
technology. 


IN THEIR resolution, made public yesterday (June 
9), the clergymen and scientists “resolved that efforts to 
engineer specific genetic traits into the germline of the 
human species should not be attempted.’’ (The germline 
refers to basic human cells called germ cells, which can 
unite with another cell and form:a new individual.) 


“Tt will soon be possible to engineer and produce 
human beings by the same technological design principles 
as we now employ in our industrial processes,’’ said a 
statement, called a “‘theological letter,’’ accompanying 
the resolution. 


““Genetic engineering of the human germline cells 
represents a fundamental threat to the preservation of the 
human species as we know it and should be opposed with 
the same courage and conviction as we now oppose the 
threat of nuclear extinction,’’ the statement said. 


“IT IS very likely that in attempting to ‘perfect’ the 
human species we will succeed in engineering our own 
extinction’’ because ‘“‘eliminating so-called ‘bad genes’ 
will lead to a dangerous narrowing of diversity in the gene 
pool,’’ said the statement. 


“‘Since part of the strength of our gene pool consists in 
its very diversity, including defective genes, tampering 
with it might ultimately lead to extinction of the human 
race.’ 


THE LETTER says that manipulation of human 
genetic material to prevent disease, prolong life and 
provide other medical benefits, despite its dangers, is 
‘‘coming to us not as a threat but as a promise; not as a 
punishment but as a gift. And here is where the ‘true 
danger lies. 


“Ultimately, there is no security to be found: in 
engineering the human species, just as we have now 
learned that there is no security to be found in building 
bigger, more sophisticated nuclear bombs,’’ the 
statement says. 

The statement says the genetic engineering opponents 
hope their resolution will represent ‘‘a watershed in our 
thinking’’ about science and technology. 

‘*FOR THE first time, it affirms the right of humanity 
to say no to the application of its own. scientific 
knowledge,’’. the statement says. ‘‘Just because 
something can be done is no longer ‘an adequate 
justification for assuming it should be done or that it can’t 
be stopped from being done.”’

THE CHURCH usually rejects 
immediately what is not credible or is 
patently false. Guadalupe, Fatima and 
Lourdes were accepted very quickly as 
worthy of devotion. 


A recent series of alleged Marian 
apparitions in Yugoslavia has received 
coverage in Southern Cross for two 
reasons: the Yugoslavian bishops have 
done nothing to discourage visitors to the 
Croatian village of Medjugorge, and a 
number of reputable investigators (all 
priests) have attested to at least the 
possibility that the Mother of the Lord 
has in fact appeared as is claimed. 


Extensive media coverage over the past 
few weeks about the ‘‘weeping madonna’”’ 
in the Stockton .diocese has attracted 
national attention. Southern Cross 
received numerous inquiries about the 
‘‘miracle’’? after several on-the-scene 
reports aired on KFMB-TV, Channel 8 
news. Busloads of. people, Catholics and 
non-Catholics alike, have gone to Mater 
Ecclesiae Mission Church in the San 
Joaquin Valley town of Thornton to see 
the four-foot-high statue of Our Lady of 
Fatima that parishioners say has 
miraculously cried and miraculously 
moved. 


A COMMISSION sine by 
Bishop Roger Mahony of Stockton to 
investigate the claims, which date back to 
1981, has just made a still-secret report to 
the bishop. Included are the results of 
forensic testing of Polaroid photographs 
purported to show the face of Jesus 
imprinted over His Mother’s heart on the 
statue. 


The report itself has not been released, 


but a statement from Bishop Mahony is 
expected some time this month. If 
previous public statements of Father 
Robert Pereira, a commission member, 
as well as comments made by him to this 
newspaper are any indication, then the 
final verdict, if Bishop Mahony is ready 
to make one, will be in the negative. 


The four priests began gathering 
evidence last November. Albert Amaro, a 
caretaker at Mater Ecclesiae, holds that 
during a six-month period in 1981 the 
ceramic statue moved 13 times from its 
place near the left side door to the dais 
before the altar, 20 feet away. 


BECAUSE SEVERAL parishioners 
thought the moving statue was a practical 
joke, custodian Manuel Pitts bolted the 
statue to its pedestal and arranged flowers 
at its base so that any movement would 
leave traces. But for six months, the 
statue allegedly continued to move, and 
without leaving any signs of movement. 


It is Pitts who took the photographs, 


‘and the allegedly miraculous images on 


the film never appeared in the camera 
viewfinder. Frank Chavez, who leads the 
Our Lady of Fatima Society in Thornton, 
says he not only saw the statue weep but 
claims he actually touched the tears. 


There is alleged 
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happenings have put Thornton on the 
map. Where once. perhaps 40 or 50 
persons visited the church on special 
occasions, thousands come every Sunday. 
The resulting boom has been spiritual as 
well as financial for the town, and 
religious articles and souvenirs are selling 
very well; restaurants and gas stations in 
the area haven’t been hurting either. 


BUT THE dilemma facing Bishop 


Mahony is that underneath all the hoopla . 


and commercialism, a few Catholics, 
apparently in good faith, are making 
claims about the miraculous, the 
possibility of which the Church clearly 
admits. And many thousands more are 
coming to Thornton in the belief that 
something very real and very 
extraordinary has happened. 


Before the commission had finished its 
study for Bishop Mahony, Father Pereira 
said that ‘‘our faith should not rest on this 
kind of phenomenon, this’sensationalism, 
but in our basic belief and faith in God. I 
think it is a shame that so many people 
may need this kind of thing to happen to 
lead them to prayer and to be closer to 
God. Secondly, the things that have 
allegedly happened are so unusual and 
atypical of events that have proved to be 
miraculous — there are many things that 
don’t fit.”’ 


Father Pereira told Southern Cross that 
he has had to choose his words very 
carefully when speaking about the alleged 
happenings in Thornton: 


“‘WE ARE trying to respect possible 
good - faith and are trying to give the 
benefit of the doubt to those involved,’’ 
he said. ‘‘Some people are in good faith 
and think those things are happening. 
The commission wants to avoid bearing 
down on those who believe they are 
observing supernatural phenomena.”’ 


Until Bishop Mahony concludes his 
investigation and releases a statement, 
said Father Pereira, ‘‘our position is that 
there is absolutely nothing supernatural 
going on. What is happening may be 


_ Strange, but it is natural.”’ 


If the past is any indication, the alleged 
miracles at Thornton will have a growing 
following for a long time to come, even if 
Bishop Mahony should say that nothing 
supernatural has happened. Why? 
Because, as the case of Veronica Lueken 
and her Bayside, N.Y., ‘‘apparitions’’ 
has shown, some people will believe 
exectly what they want to believe. 


THE ALLEGED Luekens apparitions 
have become something of a cult, even in 
San Diego, and even though Bishop 
Francis J. Mugavero of Brooklyn has 
officially rejected everything concerned 
with Mrs. Lueken, whose message is so 
outlandish that it is totally without 
proportion and dignity compared to the 
apparitions of the Virgin that the Church 
does accept as worthy of devotion. 


Advertisements for Mrs. Lueken and 
her Roses from Heaven appear from time 
to time in local newspapers. Southern 
Cross late last month rejected an ad for 
the same from a San Diego woman who 
said the Lueken message ‘“‘is very 
important and urgent to me.’’ She is 
convinced that ‘‘Jesus and Mary speak to

And whatever the final verdict on 
Thornton’s ‘‘weeping madonna,”’ the air 
of commercialism surrounding it is bound 
to be one factor weighing heavily on 
Bishop Mahony’s mind. 


As Southern Cross went to press late 
Tuesday, it was learned that Bishop 
Roger Mahony of Stockton will officially 
reject as miraculous or supernatural all 
events concerning the ‘‘weeping 
madonna.”’

Both call for better education about 
homosexuality and plead for an end to 
violence against homosexuals. An 
escalation of violent attacks on 
homosexuals in San Francisco was one of 
the main reasons behind the 
establishment of the social justice 
commission’s task force. 


“TI REALIZE that some homosexual 
groups have an agenda which calls for 
recognition by society in general that 
sexual activity between persons of the 
same sex is normal and acceptable,’’ he 
said. ‘“The Church cannot agree with that 
agenda. 


- “The moral teaching of the Church in 
no way accepts that, but we should never 
confuse this to mean that the Church 
rejects the homosexual individual.

En poco mas de un mes, comenzaréa a 
circular el primer borrador de la 
Declaracién Pastoral de la_conferencia 
episcopal sobre el apostolado hispano. 


Esta etapa del proceso esta destinada a 
invitar a los obispos que decidir4n en 
noviembre el destino final del documento 
a reflexionar en conjunto sobre la 
conocida tematica en torno a un texto 
concreto. 


YA EN diciembre y enero mas de 40 
obispos ofrecieron una serie de 
sugerencias generales respecto al mensaje 
que esperan promulgar. 


En febrero y marzo el comité redactor y 
personas interesadas ofrecieron ideas 
adicionales en respuesta al  esquema 
esbozado por los obispos para la Pastoral. 

Tomadas en conjunto, las sugerencias 
abarcan un sinfin de temas problemas y 
desafios que enfrentan a la Iglesia 
norteamericana en cuanto a la realidad 
hispana, 


SE PODRIA decir que muchos ven en 
este documento la oportunidad de 
promulgar una Magna Carta del 
apostolado hispano. 


Pero los obispos han optado por un 
documento mejor: una declaracién de 
principios, un anuncio claro y sencillo del 
compromiso que asume hoy el episcopado 
de los Estados Unidos. 


Del esquema general preparado por el 
comité redactor se desprenden cuatro 
elementos claves del mensaje central de la
